WM. ‘CORY ‘AND SON’S ANNUAL’ 
MEETING 


eo ae 
CONTINUED EXPANSION 

Sir W. Cory Wright presided at 
the annual meeting of Wm. Cory and 
Son, Ltd., in London. u 

He said: Throughout the ‘greater 
part of the -year under review, the 
depression through which the coal- 
mining industry hes been passing 
continued unabated, and prices fel] to 
a low and uneconomic level. In 
every district it Has. been found 
necessary to close down many of the 
more expensively worked pits. The 
condition of affairs became so seri- 
ous that. it was imperative that 
steps should be taken to reorganise 
the industry, and endeavour to place 
a sound basis.. Agreements 
were entered into by. most of the 
collieries on the lines of local amal- 
gamations and ¢0-operative arrange- 
ments whereby both prices and ‘out- 
put could be regulated. as 

These. schemes, while they have 
caused difficulties tg those engaged 
in the distribution of coal,. and to 
consumers—difficulties which must he 
accepted as inseparable from the 
transition period of so important a 
change—have proved of benefit to 
the collieries. 

Owing to the changed conditions 
of the induatry, I am of opinion that 
a closer association between the pro- 
ductive and distributive side of the 
industry is essential in any complete 
scheme for the re-organisation of the 
industry, and if this .can be brought 
aboyt on the lines of co-operation 
whereby the .influence and facilities 
that the larger distributors possess 
for the maintenance and development 
of both the home and foreign markets 
can be utilised to the best advantage, 
I fee) certain that. it would not only 
be beneficial to the industry general- 
ly, but would prove advantageous to 
all consumers, ! 

During the year, notwithstanding 
the very difficult conditions that have 
prevailed, we have received great as- 
sistance from the collieries, which 
we very much appreciate, and we, as 
a company, should be glad to co- 
operate with them and place our ser- 
vices at their disposa). Your direc- 
fully mindful of the new 
outlook of the distributors, conse- 
quent upon the amalgamations be- 
tween collieries, as well as the dis- 
trict grouping schemes, and have 
already under review an important 
development which will the better 
ensure the maintenance of the com- 
pany’s trade and still further widen 
its operations, 

Port Delays a aes 

The abnormal delays due to the 
severe winter which occurred at all 
the loading ports seriously interfer: 
ed with the regular running of our 
large fleet of colliers and added to 
our difficulties. I think. therefore, 
we may be considered fortunate in 
having been able to , maintain the 
volume of tonnage handled- dpring 
the preceding year. We have ‘been 
helped to do seo partly. by our large 
foreign ‘interests, -and also by ‘the 
fact that during the past year. we 
have taken favourable opportunities 
to develop our trade further by the 
acquisition of othsr businesses, which 
will prove a usefal adjunct to our 
main business, and. will undoubtedly 
show ‘a profitable return to the com- 
pany. : 

Although opportunities are not in- 
frequently made. to us for the ac- 
quisition of businesses, we only in- 
terest ourselves in those which ‘can 
be usefully and profitably embraced 
in the company’s general sphere of 
operations. These investments, are 
not entirely confined to coal distribn. 
tion, but itielude interests in both 
shipping and colliery properties, 

It is satisfaetory to be again ahie 
to report a further considerable in- 
erease in our fuel oil trade, which 
now forms. a large’ and important 
part of our business. Our turnover 
last year amounted to between four 
and five million pounds. The rapid 
growth of the use of fuel of] for 
burker purposes has, as we anii- 
cipated, displaced a large aniount of 
trade formerly held for coal, but we 


have done our utmost to seek other |. 


outlets for coal, and to extend our 
business to fresh markets, with the 
result’ that our coal tonnage, instead 
of showing a diminution, is slightly 
in excess of that of the preceding 
year. :

We are also keeping: in close; 
touch with the various methods of 
eoal carbonisation, ‘and. shall con- 
tinue to ¢xamine carefully all deve- 
lopments that -take place in this 
direetion, : 

In 1909, our trade -was practically 
confined to the U.K.; now, our rami- 
fieations: are world. le, and. there 
is no port of importanee ‘in which 
the company or its subsidiaries are 
not interested. Our trade. in fuel 
oli, which in 1909 was non-existent, 
now ferms a very important part -of 
our business. The volume of trade 
handled by the company has increas- 
ed during the period at least, four- 
fold, and whereas the profits in 1909 
were about £190,000, -our- present 
balance-shect shows a profit of 
£770,000, and our _reserve fund has 
grown from £370,000 to £1,260,000. 

The strong position the company 
now holds is due largely to its care- 
ful management, and to the conser- 
vative- policy that has always been 
pursued, and to a great extent to 
the fact that’ we-possess in Mr. 
Leathers.a managing director of ex- 
eeptional ability, and one who for the 
past twelve years has rendered in- 
valuable service ta the company in 
that ‘capacity. ~ :

F.M.S. MERCHANTS 


COMMERCIAL ADVISER TO THE 


LONDON AGENCY 


The- following . are. minutes of a 
meeting of the general committee of 
the F.M.S. Chamber of Commerce held 
in Ipoh recently:— 

A copy of a letter from. Mr. J. 
Mitchell dated May 23, 1929, was read, 
stating that he had been asked to act 
as Commercial Adviser to the Malayan 
Agency in London, and offering his 
services in connection with any matter 
which might further the commercial 
interests of Malaya. 

After discussion the Secretaries 
wera instructed to write to. Govern- 
ment, asking -for details as to the 
duties of thé Commercial Adviser’ of 
the Malayan Agency, and also to write 
to Mr. Physick: intimating that the 
Chamber still regards him as its repre- 
sentative in’ London and inviting his 
comments on the matter. , 

The Hon. Col. Rae’ informed the 
committee that the rules regarding the 
taxation of motor vehicles were at pre- 
sent under discussion by Government. 
The committee*sxpressed itself in fa- 
vour of a petrél:tax, the procecds of 
Which could be set aside as a separate 
road fund, and. the secretaries were 
instructed to write to Government to 
that effect. 

The secretaries were instructed to 
write Government drawing attention to 
the large increase in foreign imports 
of Britain. As this question is 
large and of a political nature it was 
considered that nothing further could 
be done. ~ : 3 

The Chairman stated that the Rub- 
ber Exporters’ Association was still 
under discussion by the sub-committee. 

Mr. Blunn introducing the subject of 
outward freight to Port Swettenham 
which is 5s. per ton higher than the 
freight to Pahang -and Singapore, 
pointed out that in some instances out- 
ward cargo could be delivered more 
cheaply to the interior if discharged-in 
Singapore than if shipped direct to 
Port Swettenham. After discussion it 
was agreed that the secretaries write to 
the proper authorities with a view to 
having ‘the surcharge removed.

“(4) My last’ word is to urge alj 
shareholders in ftin-mining under- 
takings to communicate at once with 
the direcors of their. companics, 
pressing them to come into line 
forthwita with the authoritative inz 
terests who are so commendably 
working for rationalisation. There 
can be no excuse for ‘apathy at this

When an injured 
‘ vessel was visible in an open wound 
it should be ligatured whether bleed- 
ing or not, and a thrombesed vessel 


' should be treated in a similar man- 


ner to avoid a degree of secondary 
haemorrhage. It was inadvisable to

In mild cases adminis- 
tration of fluids of mouth: and 
rectum might be made, followed by 
the other measures if expedient.

- Lateral] Wounds 

Lateral wounds involving not 
more than one-third of the calibre 
of the vessels are most suitable for 
suture. If more than one-third of 
the calibre is injured then an end- 
te-end union is: attempted after 
resection of the damaged segment. 

Reconstruction of a vessel by 
employing flaps from the adventi- 
tious sac of an aneurysm is not 
advised. 

Very fine needles with Japanese 
silk — size 0000 — which has been 
coated with paraffin will enable the 
best results to be obtained. 

The most satisfactory arteries for 
suture are the carotid, the femoral, 
and the popliteal. 

Colonel Maisonnet (Franee) 
stated objections to improvised 
tourniquets. He said that in all 
countries efforts were being made to 
produce a perfect tourniquet for 
field use. All combatants should be 
trained in the method of application. 
Every wounded man to whom a 
tourniquet had been applied should 
be specially reported and evacuated 
as soon as possible to a surgical 
unit. ‘The treatment of blood ves- 
sels had benefited greatly by the

The discussion may be summaris- 
ed in’ the “conclusions. brought 
forward at a later stage. 

The Immediate Danger’ 

The immediate danger of wounds 
of the blood vessels is considerable, 
and mortality higher in war wounds 
than in peace-time injuries. Wounds 
ie blood vesse's. require treatment 

to be carried out as soon as the 
wound is inflicted. In’ spite of its 
drawbacks the tourniquet fs. essen- 
tial. Efforts to devise,a simple and 
effective tourniquet which is not 
dangerous are necessary. ; 

The surgical treatment is not 
straightforward. In. most cases 
ligature is necessary owing to the 
nature of the lesions and their 
association with other: wounds. It 
is necessary to have thorough access 
and to employ methods :which ‘will 
produce the most satisfactory re- 
storation of circulation and funce- 
tion.

TRIBUTE TO CUNARD LINE 


Cambridge.—The fourth conference |” 


and meeting of’ the advisory council 
of the Seafarers’ Education Service 
opened recently. The: meetings: are. 
being held in Gonville and Cains Col- 
lege.. Unfortunately, the president, 
Mr. Walter Runciman, .M.P., was un- 
able to attend, and the proceedings 
were guided by the vice-president, Dr. 
Albert Mansbridge, who delivered a 
very appropriate address. 

Mr. W. R. Spence (general seerc- 
tary of the National Union of Sea- 
men} gave an address on “The Sea- 
men’s Standpoint,” in which he point- 
ed out that better accommodation for 
sailors was more. important than 
libraries on ships’, It was no usa} 
|riving books to men. ‘who had not | 
sufficient light, nor comfortable |” 
enough quarters,” in which to read 
them. He paid a great tribute to 
the Cunard Line, explaining that 
when the company converted their 
big ships from coal to .oil fuel they 
left’ the same accommodation for the 
men below deck. ‘This meant that, 
with coal, the crew for that part of 
the vessel was 300, with oil the crew 
was reduced to 100 men. But they 
had just the same accommodation. 
The result was fhat the present con- 
ditions gave the men. more room, 
more. comfort and better light. .They 
went to sea under ideal conditions— 
and that was why they all stayed in 
the employ of the Cunard Line.

Mr. (and Mrs.) H. M. Cleminson 
{Chamber of Shipping), and Mr. 
j W. A. Souter (the new president of 
the Baltic and International Confer- 
ence), were amongst those present.” 

A report on past week achieved by 
the service showed that the Seafar- 
ers’ Education Service is now respon- 
sible for the maintenance of libraries 
for- the use of the crews of 303 ships 
of all classes, including passenger 
liners, cargo liners, oil-tankers, and 
tramps, owned by 34 shipping com- 
panies. This. steady growth during 
a time of unprecedented economic 
difficulty,.and the consistent support 
of some of the most experienced 
people interested in shipping, 
justifies us, we think, -in asking for 
your attention~ to a description of 
its aims and methods. : 

The Seafarers’ Education Service 
jis a project for providing educational 
facilities - for seafarers. As experi- 
ence of the problem has grown it 
has been found that the most éffee- 
tive and. direct way to-further its ob- 
jeets is by the supply and mainten- 
ance of libraries of the ‘best books on 
ships. This. work has - been done 
with the help of such representative 
organisations as the Chamber of 
Shipping, the Liverpool Steamship 
FOwners’ Association, the National 
Union of Seamen, and the officers’ 
associations, who share. in the con- 
trol of the Service, and most of 
whom have given direct. financial 
support. The libraries range from 
50 to 300 books, according to -the 
size of the crew, and include books 
of history, biography, travel, science, 
essays, and poetry, as-well as a fair. 
selection of good, sound: fiction. The 
libraries are exchanged three or four 
times a year or at the end of a voy- 
agé, and no effort is spared to main- 
tain ‘them as fresh and up-to-date col- 
lection of. books. 

It was pointed out that nothing 
could make .a more solid contribu- 
tion to ‘the well-being. of. the seafar- 
ing population than a moderate ex- 
penditure’on such things as ships’ 
libraries. An appeal was made to 
the shipping industry to support this 
work.—“Journal of Commerce.” -.. -

NORTH POINT T BATHING SHED 
COMPLAINT | 


[ro the Editer of af the. “China Mail’ ”] 


Sir,—The Government has 
thousands of dollars 
pn maintaining public bath- 
ing > sheds-. for the bene- 
fit of the coinmunity and it fz only 
reasonable for the public to jee 
that such. nioneys are not wasted 
in- any way. Saturday last, “I, 
witha party of half. a dozen, 
paid q visit to the North Point 
‘public bathing shed and found 
that onJy a handful of bathers 
was there.
